FACULTY OF 
MUSIC GAVE 
PERFORMANCE 



A large and appreciative audience 
was present last night at the. first or- 
chestral eonccrt of tiic season held by 
ihc ^^cGill Conscrvaloriiiiii of Music in 
Convocation Hall. The programme pre- 
pared by Dr. Pcnin included three or- 
chcstrid selections and several exhibi- 
tion of solo work. 

The orchestra first presented a sym- 
phony in C .Minor by .Moz.Trt. 

The chief I'calure of this selection of 
Mozart's is ils simplicity, which becomes' 
more and more apparent as time goes 
on. 

The first movement, .MIc«ro molto, 
begins with ihc ihicf Mibjccl on (he 
strings in Ihc l<ry nf () minor. This is 
about 28 bars in length and is followed 
by an cpisodi<-nl passage loading to the 
second subjrrt in the relative major kry 
of H Flat. Far the ensuing development 
or modulatory portion of about O-l bars 
in length, the first subject supplies the 
material, and then, after a recapitulation 
of the two themes, Ihc movement ilose.- 
with a short Coda nf about 20 bnis. 

The -I'.dini nunemen;, an .\ndantc in 
I'. l'"lat major and in 6-S time, is siinil.-r 
in its formal design to that of Ihc first 
movement, having iwu themes in the 
i'ir>t part, a drvclopmcnt portion ba.scd 
np'Mi iwii plinise^i Cmie i>om Ihc first 
M.lijc t and the other irom the second)' 
and the reprise section. 

l'"or his third movement, a Minuet, 
Mozarl returns to the key of Ihc first 
niovemenl and embodies a delightful 
three li;ir rhythm in his Iheme. In the 
Trii.. he villains contrast to the Minuet 
by employing the major key of G and 
by allotting passages to strings and wind 
alternately. 

' Thoiigli in Ihc Finale the minor key 
\i chiefly i" evidence, the impression 
pioduccd is not one of sorro.w but rather 
of joyousiicss ■ and encrg.v. The delicacy 
of the second theme presents a clianning 
contrast to the vigorous first subject. In 
the middle section Mozart brings all his 
science into play in developing the ar- 
peggio figure found in the first subject 
of this movement. Like the first and sc-- 
e.ond movements, the l^nalc is in what is 
known a^ Sonata I'cirni, coii6isli:;g trt a 
statement of ihc two thesnes, followed 
by a development or' working out por- 
tion, and concluding with a short Coda. 

Mi.ss Lillian Pcrcival played Liszt's 
litude in I) Mat which was well received 
by the audience. Her technique in this 
selection was e.\cellent. 

The nc.\t selection was La Scrcnata, 
sung by .Miss Marjorie Scans; a Violin 
Obligate, by F'apiiii was played by Mr. 
Edwin Shei'.ard. The orchestra then 
played a suit by Saint-Sacns.

'23. Parsons gave as his reasons, that he 
would have another opportunity to ap 
ply in -the future while LcMcsuricr ow- 
ing to overseas service will be too old 
next year. 

Parsons and Le.VIcssurier were both 
.«chopl chums at Bishop I'icld (.College at 
St. John's, Newfoundland while al pre 
>:-ni they ,ire both in the same graduat- 
ing year at .McGill. 

Le Mcssuricr's early career has been 
marked with scholary efficiency at his 
incp. .School where he won fame in all 
activities, especially in Latin sliidies and 
in Tra«k work. In .\pril 1916 he enlist- 
ed ill the Koyal Newfoundland Ucgiinent 
and served overseas until the close of 
the war when made his first appearance 
at McGill. 

During Ihc past' two years at .McGill 
he has led his year in academic stand- 
ing, while through his interest in church 
affairs he lias done good work in con- 
nection with local churches being at 
present curate at St. George's Church 
a. St. Anne dc Bellevuc. He is on the 
e.vetutivc of several sectional clubs in- 
cluding the Newfouiidlahd Club, the 
philosophical and Ihc newly formed Glee 
Club. 

On several occasions he has been or- 
gr.nist al the city churche.-. 

Owing to the war LeMessurier has 
been somewhat debarred from athletics, 
however he has played with different 
collegiate teams. 

It is not often that such acts of 
self-sacrifice are done even though suc- 
c<:ss be in view and Parsons deserves the 
highest I'ommendation and credit for 
the good spirit he showed.

The regular monthly meeting of tl-.o 
Osier Society was held at the home ui 
Prof. Whitiiall on Tuesilay cvenin«. 

Dr. Kirkell. Dr. Tai: and Or. Kuscell 
were guests of the Society for this meci 
itig. 

Two excellent papers were road by 
members i>f thi' Snciety. one on "friini- 
live .\lc<licinc" by .Mr. (irahani Ross of 
Med. "25 and one on "The f'rimiiive 
of Poisons," by .Mr. Frank iMumons, 
also of Med. '24. 

The paper on "Primitive .Medirine" 
read by II. G. Ross, was Ihc first of a 
st ries devoted to medical history and iu 
object was to throw some light on the 
earliest medical practices and concep- 
tions of Ihc human rA<^c. 

.\nthrnlic data on "preliisiorie med- 
icine" is naturally lacking and the most 
efficient way to study the medicine of 
ancient primitive man is to consider 
n.cdical' practice among primitive jieo- 
ples of more recent times records of 
which are more abuiulaut. 

Perhaps the most ouibtaiuling fa.-t 
nl.out the medi'îinctof all primitive rar-" 
i' its close connection with religion au'. 
belief in the supci^nâliiral. .An explana- 
tion is not diltiiMill tu suggest. 

Primitive man had imuimerablc natu- 
ral phenomena to ex|dain and what could 
be a more reasonable ex]>lânation than 
the existence of an invisible spirit- 
world? He could imdcrsianil wounds in 
flictcd by human enemies, beasts of the 
chase or accidents, but a strange malady 
which smote him witliout apparent cause 
could not be oilier lh;Sr "lhe attack ut 
a malignant .spirit. ^lan was a theorist 
even in the infan'y ol tlie world. 

In dealing with those malign deities 
special method9\,vyere çvojvcd such as 
magicians to scare thctii off, aniiilits 
to' keep them off and exorcism and sa 
crifices to placate them. Some claim 
that it was the twin mystery of discusi: 
and death that stimulated man to think, 
and others suggest that "medical neces- 
sity" may ha\e been the foundamentai 
cause of the origin of religion. .Man in 
his own helpless against disease appea! 
ing to a supernatural helper. Various 
exaniplcs were given to substantiate thcsi 
theories. 

In the proccis of evolution from ; 
purely thcurgic medicine we find de 
vcloping along-side of the priest and 
medicine-man, lay pra''tioncrs who rely 
more on drugs and surgery then on the 
medicine-man himself. The first prac 
tical. medical services were probably of 
a surgical nature, succeeded by a know 
ledge of midwifery and internal med- 
icine.

The relief obtained from some natu- 
ral haemorrhage or the bursting of an 
abccss, doubtle-s among other thing.s, 
siggcstcd the advantage of blood-let- 
ting, which is practi.icd hy all primitive 
lieoplcs. The iisual object of this seems 
to be the rclea.<;e of the goblui of disease 
with the blood or pus of . the patient. 
Many daring opcratiiufs were also suc- 
''css fully performed by primitive man. 
Trepanned iknlls of the neolithic per- 
iod have been dug up in various parts 
of the world, the healetl edges of the 
bone bearing witness of the recovery 
of ibe patient. Flint saws were used 
fur Ibis operation. Trepanning is still 
l'erformcd in a' 'similar manner i)y sonic 
of the South-sca...Tslantlers, their o'oject 
being to release the evil spirits of head- 
aciie, insanity, or delusion. Instances 
were given of Gaesarcan section per 
formed hy the" negrbes of Central Afri 
cr. and ovariotoiny' by the Australian 
blacks. t 

.Many, though not all. primitive peo- 
ples have a more or less complete know 
ledge of medical .simples. This was 
probably acquired through instinct, ac 
cident; curiosity or observation <if the 
lower animals. Originally niedifin 
were not administered upon their own 
merits but simply as charms rigainst' cv:! 
•spirits. This may account for the nau- 
seating character of some of tho so-call- 
ed cures, the more obnoxious the dose 
the greater its potency towcrd the devils 
Primitive .peoples display a common 
tendency to euîpio)' medicines empiric- 
ally and to treat the disease rather than 
tV.c patient, a comm-ii! error even today. 

,If :r.!iy .safely be said thit mtdical 
ideas and practices wlinevjr their kind 
bc'.di'g to the earl'cst maniie'>t,itio:is 
hnnnn thought. In' fact this effort a* 
self-preservation by combattin;^ disease, 
pathcthically inadequate though the at- 
tempt so often appears, is on charac;er- 
istic which distinguishes man from all 
other beings, 

Mr. Emmons' paper dealt with an ui- 
teresting phase of Medical Histor)-, 
"The Primitive Lïsc of Poisons." 

Blytlie traces the word toxicology 
from "tox" meaning a bow and arrow in 
early European language, showing that 
the poisoned arrow was one of the earli- 
est methods of producing death by t'nc 
action of toxic .substances. 

The use of poisons was not by any 
means unknown to the ancients.— The 
Egyptians obtained hydrocyanic acid 
from tlïc distillation of peach stones, and 
Uk Hindoos used Dhatoora. a substance 
iiicc Belladonna which causes a form of 
insanity. 

The early Romans favored com 
pounds of arsenic. 

.'\mong the nations regarded as sa 
vtiges, the /Vfricans employed strophan 
thin, and an abair.e, cardiac poisons of 
great intensity. .\ few milligrams from 
the plant juice on an arrow '•'ause con 
vulsions and death almost immediately 
after the wound. 

In .America the B. C, Coan tribes used 
vcratruin obtained from native plants. 

The Indians of Central Aiiicriea pos- 
sessed a gre.it number of arrow poisons, 
,c-..'mposcd of various tox-albumins. as 
well as. all the most gruesome sub- 
-stahces that they could 'lay their hands 
to. In South .-\mcrica and G»iiaiia. cura 
ri from the wouralic' vine predominated, 
a substance that will paralyse every 
nmscle in the body in five or ten mi- 
nutes' after a slight arrow scratch: How 
ever, game killed by this means is 
perfectly,' edible. 

;\Il 0 f 'these ppoplçs kjvcw pi fish poi 
sons. $u?li a,5^fPWl'd6l ^SiJ*lt back and 
Haiarra root, which, when thrown into 
pools cause the fish .to die of .gill par- 
alysis and float to the surface within 
half an hour. The flesh is in no way 
harmed and the .natives obtain much of 
their food in this way. On s-cicntific hi- 
vestigation. substances like nekoeid 
v/hich will paralyse the respiratory 
eentre in a dilution of one in five million 
and Hydrocyanic acid, obtained by the 
hydrolysis of amygdalin and other glu 
cosides, are found to be the active prin- 
cijiles.

This graceful Suite has quite an old- 
world atmosphere, and is not only a 
wortliy successor of the works of Cou- 
perin and Rameau but also of those of 
Corcilli, Purcell and other composers of 
that period when the Suite form was the 
chief medium for orchestral writing. 

In the Prelude (in the key of D major 
and in 4-4 time) canonic imitation and 
a "drone" bass are the chief features. 

In the Sarabande (in the key of D 
major and in 3-2 timel the character of 
the theme well illustrates the statclincs.s 
of this ancient dance. 

In the Gavotte (in the key of B min- 
or and in 4-4 time) there greater firm- 
ness than in the previous Sarabande, al- 
though just as much delicacy, and a de- 
lightful contrasting middle section is 
provided in the shape of a Musette (in 
the key of B major) when the first and 
second violins sustain a single note 
throughout while two Flutes play a duet. 

The Romance (in (i major and in 9-8 
time) is a somewhat more lengthy 
movement and certainly lives up to its 
title. In this movcinrnt the Cor .\iiglais 
is added to the wood wind section but 
by no means monopolises the melody 
\v ;hich is welj distributed throughout the 
v;irious in.ttrnments. 

In thr l""in;dc an .Mlcgro viv.ice fin D 
n.ajor and in 2-4 time) i>cturn is made 
to a more vigorous style as the: c oniposcr 
was .seeking to supply the modern equi- 
valent of the old Jig or Country Dance.

Shapicr illustrated excellent expression 
and technique, while llic viT'iil duct from 
lluniperdinck was cleverly rendered by 
the Mis.»cs Natalie Jameson and Majoric 
Scane. The program concluded with an 
orchestral .selection, an Overture by Bee- 
thoven.

The Western Club held a highly suc- 
cessful smoker W'cdn'.'sday. It was the 
second this year ard upwards of forty 
members were present. 

The program opened w-ith a solo by 
Stevens which was well received. Pr')- 
fessor Mct.'allnm, who was the guest 
of till' cvcnin.^, gave an illuminating dis- 
course on China, in which for almost 
an hour he held his hearers' interest. 

He commenced with the statement 
that a visit to China v.as like a visit ;o 
anotluM- planet: the manners anil cu-- 
toms, ideas, social conditions, religion, 
and even family life were so totally dif- 
ferent tu those in any other part of the 
world. The race is insular — self center- 
ed — and has been since thousands of 
yeans before ihc dawn of hi.'tory. This 
condition is due to the (lecnliar isola- 
tion of the ancient empire of China — 
pathlcs.s deserts and bicant wilderness 
surround it on three sides, while on the 
fourth it is bounded by a sea. unnavig- 
ablc, and unknown nniil about lo.sO. 
.All Ibis has been responsible for the 
development in the race of a mentalily 
without parallel among the other races 
oh our planet. 

Chinese history began at 2200 !',.( '., 
but Dr. r>nvi(lsoti Laing's rcscarclies 
have proved thai a neolitc race existed 
in Manchuria and in China jiropcr as, 
iong ago as 18,000 B.C. These early in- 
habitants, by the way, were cannibalis- 
tic as was discovered by an exaniiiui- 
tion of the I'lwns ol luiu-c.. (Icposiird 
on the floors of several large caves in 
nr.rthcrn China: 

The population of China din'ing this 
long lime has,- despite disasirotis floods 
and periodic famines, steadily incri'ascd 
initil an area two thirds ihc si/c of the 
United States supports a population uf 
4C0,(;(W.UUll. A large i»art of these 
swarming millions is fotnid inhabiting 
the basins of the N'angti-c ;incl llvaii|.;lio 
rivers. The province of Kwangsi, the 
most popidons in all China sniiports 875 
inhabitants per sijuarc mile. 

The soil throughout the republic is of 
c.Nciptional fertility, some <lislricls 
producinj; five croi's a year, while every 
where the soil will- yield at least two. 
The agricultural melliods however are 
.so poor thill the Chinese peasant, des- 
pite, his long working hours is unable 
to utili-,!c the soil to the fullest advant- 
age. 

The increase in poi>ulation has 
brought about a gradua' lowering in 
the standard of living. There scents to 
be no liinit to the poimlation that the 
land can support after a fashion. 

The religions of China do not favor 
progress. Conifucionism, which is really 
not a religion at all, but a system of 
ethics for this life, is followed by the 
well-to-do only. .Ancestor worship i< 
universal, and is responsible for the 
desire of every Chinaman for malt 
children as only the male descendants 
can pay proper reverence to the spirits 
of both their immediate and remole an- 
cestors. Buddhism, the remaining im- 
portant religion is very corrupt, but 
the manner of life of its devotes mtikcs 
them the most harmless sect in China. 

Politically the Chinese w.-iut to be 
left alone. The pre-cnt system of gov- 
rrnniciit does not satisfy this desire, as 
the rival government of Pekin and Can- 
ton keeps John Chinaman perpetually on 
the jump, and keeps his mind in a 
turmoil. Both arc equally corrupt and 
their officials make heavy levies on the 
long suffering peasant-. Indeed these 
east arc regretting the old days of the 
empire when the policy of "squeeze" or 
Kumshaw was not exercised with such 
extreme rigor: "Kumshaw" was initiat- 
ed by some Chinese official v.ho found 
his pay wholly- inadcriuate for his ncctls. 
This is not remarkable as the present 
day scale of wages was drawn up some 
two thousand years ago. .Con.scquently, 
the innovation whoever he was, look a 
commission or Kumshaw of one or two 
per cent from all the revenue that pass- 
ed through his haiuls Every one ab'c to 
do so. has since then followed faith- 
fully in his footsteps. 

Disease is prevalent. Taies <>{ .icnte 
smallpox may be seen walking; iho 
streois of ilic towns and ciiie^. Dy-icnl- 
hy. typhoid, tuberculosis, trachoma .sy- 
philis, malaria anil a nniltiplicily of 
tropical diseases tnay hr seen evcry- 
v-here in their most loactliesonir forms. 
T-i lumbal the fi'i«htfnl rav::i;ps made 
by plague, is availabie llie '"liinr-r mril- 
ical nrofes.sion which adojiis ilir most 
childish methods to bring aboiu. a cure. 
Grouitd tiger's claws, adminiilercd in- 
tenally. for anemia is a fair example. 

Professor McCalluni concluded 'liis 
address with the sîalement that grad- 
uates in .Vledicinr could not do better 
than to go to China for experience for 
about two years. During that time, he 
would be placed in a position to treat 
an astonishing variety of cases in .qreat 
numbers, so that when he came hark to 
Canada lie would have had an rxper- 
ierrr cquivalenl to twenty years prai:tici 
anywhere in Europe or .\mericH. 

The programn^e closed with a piano 
selection by Fisher and a recitation by 
Parler, the chairman. . 



SECOND MEETING 
CERCLE FRANÇAIS 



\ highly successful meeting of the 
Cercle Français, the second this year, 
was held last night in the reading room 
of Strathcona H.ill. The attendance was 
comparatively large anil the surround- 
ings were congenial, as cheerful fire was 
blazing in the fireplace. The president. 
A. Cowan, opened the meeting with a 
few ajjpropriatc words. He called the at- 
tention of tlioie present to the advant- 
ages which can be derived from mem- 
bership in 'the Cercle and specially asked 
the niembers not only to listen but also 
to take part in t|ie discussions.

Hands of actors be;?an to tour 
tl;r eo'inlry ami j^ivr presoulaliotis mi 
llv: stage wliieli llicy carried with ihcni 
The next itrp was to give, plays in inn- 
yards and finally a permanent . theatre 
was buill. 

Thr lih.icri of ihc iheatres was always 
to tP3''h ;: lesson by means of appcalini; 
!o the mind. For :i long time how-cver 
■ Ik people drmandrd something appral- 
ing to the yc and as a rrsull Ihr s|iec- 
iRclu was produiTil.

The revolt of present day youth 
against eslablislicd conventions has pro- 
vided themes for a number of novels 
jomo poetry, and a great deal of dis- 
cnssioii. Originally described as merely 
rJisrcrnertful and unthinking, the rising 
generation is now cre<lited with the dis- 
tinction of being in rebellion — a rebel- 
lion partially ispontaneotis, partially de- 
liberate. 

It is certainly a fact that we, the 
youth of the present, have- achieved 
a freedom far greater than the lib- 
erty gained by many a previous gen- 
eration — whether by our own efforts 
or not does not ntatler. • It is enough 
that we have a- wider laititude for our 
actions. 

But with this disrespect for hpao' 
conventions and established tradi- 
tions has come an accompanying cyn- 
ical regard for ■ even . the highest 
ideals and . principles the race hasi 
formerly held dear. The ideal of fair 
p'ay has been replaced in many cases by 
ihe practical theory of gaining success 
at any cost. We seem to be thinking 
more in terms or. self and less and less 
■n terms of others. And with it all we 
are not merely unashamed — we sneer at 
such noble ideals without a blush. We 
lanijli at honor, and service, and self- 
sacrifice, and we do it nniilcasantly. 

The worst of it is, that this cynical, 
unbelieving view, once mcrel)[ a pose, 
has become a habit with us. 'Very rare- 
ly, these days, do we enter into any 
proposition whole-hcarlcdiy and without 
irar nf rcsulls. Honest conviction is 
uMUsual, and support of a worthy cause 
to onc'.s own inconvenience or hardship 
ia just as uncommon. 

Even in campus affairs we feel this 
"c«' altitude. The freshman, coming up 
from Ills preparatory school with a real- 
isation of Ihe privilegr he is lo enjoy 
and a dricrminalion to make the most 
oi!t of college life, feels it in.slantly. In 
the rooming hou.se or the fraternity 
house the atmosphere is the same. When 
thr freshman subscribe for a campus 
niaga/inr or roiitributes to some sort of 
ftiud iir other, he is nol commended by 
thr uppcrclassmcn in his house. On the 
contrary his cidcrsi look at .him derisi- 
vely ami ask him tf he has bought his 
campus ticket so far. When the team 
loses a samr t!ic cry is immedi-itely poor 
coachiut;. favoritism, and "I told you 
so." 

The need today is for a healthier in- 
terest and a less superficial analysis of 
causes, and the one .should lead to the 
other. The great evil is. after all, our 
disinclination lo think, and our' tendîu- 
c.'- lo jump at a solution -whicl» ■ may- be 
totally wrong, but which -will ^lyive us 
credit for actuai {tnowledge through our 
seeming sophistication. Once we are 
interested in -'sotiiething outside our- 
selves we are likely to be willing to 
analyze it carefully .enough so as lo 
reach something «omçwhcre near the 
real solution. Lei's discard this ffiiit- 
less pose— let's become interested!—
